We are all concerned about the financial status of Loyola - it affects both students and 


faculty to a great degree. 


The Very Reverend Patrick G. Malone has issued a statement 


regarding the 5.3 million dollar grant given by the Government of Quebec to Loyola College. 
"The recognition of our critical financial position by the Government of Quebec in 
its recent Order in Council voting $ 5.3 million to Loyola increases my hopes for the 


future. 


It does not provide for any capital expansion or new projects. 


This money will be used to eliminate our accumulated capital and operating debts. 


However, along with a 


recommendation made to the Council of Ministers that our projected operating deficit of 

$ 619,000 for 1968/69 be paid by the Provincial Government, it means that we will be debt 
free at the end of the academic year - a unique position for Loyola in the last few years! 
This tangible expression of our contribution to education in the province will, I am sure, 
lead to long range financial planning for a continuing educational program at Loyola." 


LOYOLA & SGW.U., ROUND 2!! 


The following is a statement made by The 
Very Rev. Patrick G. Malone on the contro- 
versial subject of a merger between Loyola 
College and Sir George Williams University. 

"The recent press reports related to in- 
creased cooperation between Loyola and Sir 
George Williams University may have crea- 
ted the erroneous impression for you that 
serious negotiations are already taking 
place and have been for some time. This is 
not so. To date, there have been no for- 
mal meetings between representatives of 
the two institutions and therefore no con- 
clusions or decisions have been reached. 
An informal group of faculty members from 
Loyola and Sir George met on three occasions 
to examine the possibilities of increased 
cooperation and the value of a representa- 
tive committee being formed for thorough 
study and examination. I have received a 
recommendation that such a committee 
should be formed and have passed it on to 
the Executive Committee of the Senate. 
The full Senate will discuss the recommen- 
dation at its meeting next week.

Mr, Robert Chelini may be the youngest man in the Evening 
Division but he has worked there the longest. After gra- 
duating Cum Laude from Loyola in 1963, with a degree in 
Economics, he began working with Mr. Lallier who was then 
Director of the Evening Division. In 1965, he started 
teaching at St. Viateur technical school in Chateauguay, 
pursued his masters program at McGill, all the while re- 
maining special assistant to the director. He returned in 
1967 and was appointed assistant director. 

He is concerned with the academic side of the evening 
education. A current project is the formulation of a stan- 
dard admission policy, which is important since most de- 
gree students are admitted with advanced standing. Also, 

a complete review of student records is underway, and 

he urges all students who wish to discuss their degree pro- 
grams to contact the evening division, now, not to wait 
until next September. 

Mr, Chelini has brought efficiency to one of the major 
sore points of evening education REGISTRATION. The last registration was the easiest and 
the fastest yet, even though there was some delay at the I.D. machines. He said that he 
hopes to improve it even more. With greater use of the computer, mail registration for 
old degree students may be planned. 

He has seen a lot of change in 5 years - from extension department to full division, 
from 800 to 3500 students from a staff of 3 to 12. Mainly, because of the excellent post 
graduate work done by evening students, degrees obtained in the evening at Loyola are 
are accepted by other universities as being equal in quality to the day degrees. 

Mr. Chelini said that Evening students should be more aware of what is happening at 
Loyola. Too many students attend class just to get that credit.’ Evening students should 
be more actively involved in the developmentof their program.
